JUDGE BACKS 
MOSQUE APPEAL 


THE long-running bid to build a 
mosque in Dudley has taken a new 
twist after Muslim leaders won the 
right to a second High Court appeal. 

One of the country’s most senior judges 
claimed there could be ‘political’ motivations 
to allegedly block the scheme as he allowed 
Dudley Muslim Association to take its case to 
the Court of Appeal, 


Dudley Council launched 
a legal bid to reclaim land, 
in Hall Street, which had 
been earmarked for the 
site of a new multi-million 
pound mosque. 

The association lost its in¬ 
itial appeal after its defence 
against the move was struck 
out at at the High Court. 

But now the association 
has been granted the chance 
to mount a second appeal 
after Judge Sir Stephen Sed- 
ley ruled there was an ‘argu¬ 
able’ case the council may 
have committed an ‘abuse 
of power’ over its dealings 
with the association. 

The case will be heard 
at the Court of Appeal at a 
date to be confirmed later 
this year. If it is successful, 
it will then go to trial. 

Defence 

In February, High 
Court Deputy Judge David 
Halpern upheld the coun¬ 
cil’s decision to throw out 
the plans. He said while the 
association may have been 
able to resist the council’s 
claim, it had failed to serve 
a ‘credible’ defence. 

But at the latest court 
hearing Sir Stephen dis¬ 
agreed, finding the asso¬ 
ciation had successfully 
pleaded in its defence there 
was a so-called ‘legitimate 
expectation’ that the council 
would extend a deadline for 
the development. 

He said: “The associa-

tion missed the deadline for 
completion of the mosque 
because the MBC [Dudley 
Council], which had set the 
deadline, had in practice 
made it untenable by a suc¬ 
cession of steps it took in re¬ 
lation to planning consent.” 

These steps he said were 
both ‘political’ - including 
asking the association to 
abandon its planning appli¬ 
cation pending local elec¬ 
tions in case ‘political capital 
was made’ - and ‘substan¬ 
tive’, including ultimately 
refusing permission against 
its own officer’s advice and 
then seeking to challenge a 
Government inspector’s de¬ 
cision to grant consent on 
the association’s appeal. 

The association has ar¬ 
gued it had a ‘legitimate 
expectation’, based on a 
September 2006 letter from 
the then council chief exec¬ 
utive Andrew Sparke that 
the council would set a later 
target date for the planning 
issues to be resolved. 

Sir Stephen added: 
“There seems to me to be a 
two-pronged case available 
to the association on the 
pleadings and the uncon¬ 
tested evidence.” 

Council leader Councillor 
David Sparks said: “The 
council will consider the lat¬ 
est decision, will continue to 
follow the court process .” 


Teenager rescued after falling 40ft

A TEENAGER suffered leg 
and wrist injuries when he 
fell around 40ft down an 
embankment at Saltwells 
Nature Reserve. 

Paramedics staged a dra¬ 
matic rescue as they were 
lowered by rope to reach 
him on the steep slope. 

Fire and ambulance 
crews who were called to 
the beauty spot at around 
5.15pm on Tuesday. 

The man, believed to be 
aged 18, tumbled a large 
part of the way down the 
near-vertical slope in the re¬ 
serve between Brierley Hill 
and Netherton. 

He hit a tree stump, 
which left him with a deep 
gouge in his thigh. 

Paramedics placed the 
man on a stretcher before 
being lowered to the bottom 
of the slope. 

Fire crews from Cradley 
Heath and a technical res¬ 
cue team from Wednesbury 
fire station also attended. 

West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice spokesman Adrian 
Cherry said an all-terrain 
vehicle was brought in to 
take the man almost half a 
mile back to the ambulance. 
He suffered a thigh injury 
and a sprained wrist. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokesman 
Murray MacGregor said the 
man had been with friends 
at the top of the embank¬ 
ment when he slipped. 

“Although he apparently 
managed to keep his feet at 
the top, he tumbled a large 
part of the way down hit¬ 
ting a tree stump which left 
him with a deep gouge in his 
thigh,” he said.

After being announced the win¬ 
ner, Mr Etheridge said: “We are in 
Dudley and we are going to fight 
every election.

We are the future, stick with 
us because we are going places.” 

Labour Council leader David 
Sparks retained his seat after a 
closely-run battle with UKIP’s 
Helen Wimlett in the Quarry Bank

THE UK Independence Par¬ 
ty has been basking in the 
sunshine of success in the 
European Parliament elec¬ 
tions, despite one of their 
three new West Midland 
MEPs making umbrellas for 
a living. 

But while UKIP enjoyed 
their victory with seven 
seats up for grabs in the re¬ 
gion, there was nothing for 
the Liberal Democrats to 
celebrate having lost their 
only West Midlands seat in 
the Brussels parliament. 
Labour, meanwhile, doubled 
its tally of MEPs. 

The Conservatives won 
two seats having previously 
held three. Former UKIP 
MEPs Mike Nattrass and 
Nikki Sinclaire, who both 
formed breakaway Euros¬ 
ceptic groups, also lost their 
seats.

Councillor, Bill Etheridge, 
has had a double celebration 
after winning the votes to 
become a UKIP MEP. 

Mr Etheridge, aged 44, 
had already stood as UKIP’s 
candidate to be the West 
Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner in 2012 but 
came fourth behind Labour, 
the Tories and an independ¬ 
ent candidate. 

The victorious Mr 
Etheridge declared: “The 
future’s bright, the future’s 
purple.” 

And he said he would 
continue to serve as a local 
councillor, despite his new 
job in Brussels. 

Newly elected MEP Jill 
Seymour, aged 56, declared 
that voters were ‘fed up’ of 
the ‘same old rhetoric and 
spin’ as she celebrated with 
supporters and her husband 
Brian, aged 77. 

Umbrella-maker and 
fellow new MEP James 
Carver, aged 44, has been 
with UKIP since 1996. 

Newly-elected member 
Neena Gill, aged 57, was an 
MEP for Labour from 1999 
to 2009 but lost her seat 
in the last election. Second 
on Labour’s list was Sion 
Simon, aged 45, the former 
Erdington MP. 

Meanwhile, Tory MEP 
Philip Bradbourn, aged 62, 
has now held his seat in 
Brussels since 1999.Anthea 
McIntyre, aged 59, was not 
elected in the 2009 poll but 
got her seat after officials 
within the European Parlia¬ 
ment decided the West Mid¬ 
lands should have another 
seat.

PROFESSIONAL black¬ 
mailers are luring men and 
boys in the Black Country 
into online video sex chats 
and then threatening to 
post the footage on the in¬ 
ternet unless their victims 
pay thousands of pounds 
into offshore bank account- 
sy. 

Details have emerged 
after police in the West Mid¬ 
lands received eight such 
reports in recent months, 
including two occasions 
where the offenders actually 
carried out their threats. 

Target 

These include cases in 
Dudley, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Detectives say offenders 
usually target their victims 
by adding them as a friend 
on social media sites or by 
befriending them in inter¬ 
net chat rooms. They will 
then flirt with their victims 
and lure them into video 
conversations, during which 
both parties engage in sex¬ 
ual acts. 

In the hours after the con¬ 
versation ends, the offender 
will send a message to the 
victim requesting cash. 
They also attach a screen 
grab of the video as proof 
they have the footage and 
threaten to post it online if 
the money isn’t paid.

GP may appeal over German locum's fatal

Dr Stuart Gray - may 


THE family of a father killed by a 
drugs overdose administered by 
an ‘incompetent’ doctor have de¬ 
scribed a decision not to extradite 
him to the UK as a ‘green light for 
charlatans’. 

David Gray, aged 70, died in 2008 
after being given an overdose of 
painkillers by a German locum who 
was working his first shift for an 
out-of-hours service. 

The pensioner’s family wanted Dr 
Daniel Ubani to face trial in the UK 
over the death. But this has been 


rejected by German authorities 
who prosecuted him in his home 
country. 

The decision was upheld by the 
European Court of Human Rights, 
which ruled it had found no viola¬ 
tion of human rights after exam¬ 
ining the family’s claim that the 
German investigation was flawed. 

Following the ruling, Mr Gray’s 
sons, Stuart, a GP from Blakedown, 
and Rory, said they are looking into 
whether they could lodge an appeal. 

Dr Gray, who works at Church 


View surgery in Halesowen Road, 
Cradley Heath, said the case had 
got wider ramifications for the UK. 

“We need to digest this and go 
back to our lawyers and see if we 
can lodge an appeal or not,” he said. 

His brother Rory added: “Ger¬ 
man authorities convicted him of 
a minor misdemeanour. This is a 
green light for charlatans to go to 
other countries and do whatever 
they like.” 

A UK coroner recorded a verdict 
of unlawful killing at the inquest on 


Cambridgeshire grandfather-of-four 
Mr Gray. He described Mr Gray’s 
death as ‘gross negligence and man¬ 
slaughter’ and said Dr Ubani was 
‘incompetent’. 

Dr Ubani, 67, a Nigerian-born 
German citizen, who had been 
working for SuffDoc, part of the 
out-of-hours GP provider Take 
Care Now, at the time of Mr Gray’s 
death, was struck off in the UK. 

He is still able to work in Ger¬ 
many, where he was fined the equiv¬ 
alent of £6,168.

THOUSANDS of children, 
some as young as five are 
caring for their parents in 
the West Midlands, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

The Children’s Society 
has published statistics 
which show that across the 
region, there are 12,527 
young people who are under 
the age of 16 providing un¬ 
paid care. 

In Sandwell 803 children 
are young carers while the 
statistics also show that 
615 children in Dudley are 
looking after their parents, 
siblings and other family 
members.

A DRINK driver from Halesowen has been banned from the roads 
for 15 months and ordered to pay more than £600 in fines and court 
costs after losing control of her vehicle and crashing into a garden 
fence in the town when driving to work in the morning. 

Alice Piggott thought she had sobered up before getting behind the wheel of 
her Vauxhall Corsa, Dudley Magistrates’ Court heard. But tests showed Pig¬ 
gott, whose car rolled three times and damaged six fence panels in Narrow 

Lane, was over the drink-drive limit. 

Piggott, aged 27, of Nimmings Road , 
Halesowen, pleaded guilty to drink driving 
and driving without a full licence following 
the crash on March 28 at about 6.30am. 

As well the driving ban, she was ordered 
to pay £535 in fines, £85 court costs and £40 
victim surcharge. 

Following the hearing, the owner of the 
fence, Donna Agnew, 44, said a stricter pun¬ 
ishment should have been given. 

Mrs Agnew, who has two children aged 
nine and 11, was in bed when she heard the 
car crash outside her home on the corner of 
Narrow Lane and Firth Park Crescent. She 
said: “It was a really loud noise, I thought 
the lady had crashed into the house, it was 
a real shock to wake up to. By the time I got 
up a couple had helped her out of the car. 

“I don’t think it is (the sentence) enough. 
She could have killed someone. An hour 
later and children would have been walking 
up the hill to school.” 

Miss Maxine McIntosh, prosecuting, said 
a nearby on-patrol police officer was alerted 
to the crash. Piggott was taken to Brierley 
Hill police station where a blood test showed 
she had 131 milligrams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood. The limit is 80. 

Miss Nicole Steers, defending Piggott, 
said her client was a mother of one and in 
employment. She said: “She (Piggott) tells 
me she had been drinking in the evening be¬ 
fore. She thought by that time in the morn¬ 
ing, she had sobered up.”

Derek defiant 
over dementia

Army veteran has been 
suffering for the past three 
year but remains positive, 
as TIM SPIERS found out 

DEREK Bishop has lived with a 
condition that affects 800,000 
people in the UK - and chang¬ 
es the lives of millions more. 

Figures show that one in three people 
who die over the age of 65 have demen¬ 
tia. 

But army veteran Derek sees the con¬ 
dition a bit differently, keeping a positive 
attitude in the face of what can often be 
something very debilitating. 

Dementia can have a devastating im¬ 
pact and lead to memory loss, confusion, 
mood changes and difficulty with day-to- 
day tasks. 

But the 81-year-old, who has lived 
with the condition for years says he just 
tries to take it all ‘in his stride’. 

“I look at people with dementia and I 
feel sorry for them,” he says. 

He was first diagnosed with demen¬ 
tia three years ago but still lives inde¬ 
pendently with his wife Sandra, still gets 
himself dressed every day and still goes 
shopping. 

The Wombourne pensioner was told 
that his dementia began after he suffered 
a stroke. He saw a number of doctors and 
specialists and went through various 
tests before he was diagnosed. 

“I was not worried, I felt fine,” he said. 

“I feel happy that I can still do the 
jobs that I can do. But this morning I 
was rushing to get the paper so I got the 
wrong one.” 

The former lorry driver, who served 
in the Royal Engineers in Egypt in the 
1950s, said his dementia does not affect 
him much. 

Sandra, 78, said getting support is es¬ 
sential, though. 

The couple think they have been mar¬ 
ried around 60 years, although neither 


could remember the exact date. Sandra, 
who herself suffers with other health 
problems which affect her mobility, 
said: “It is a full time job. We have help 
from the support workers and it is vital. 

“When Derek went to the doctors he 
told them he thought he was getting 
forgetful, but he hadn’t said anything 
to me. I was surprised when he was di¬ 
agnosed.” 

Despite his condition Derek still talks 
about trips to Australia and recalls 
phone calls with friends, visits out there 
and how he used to love gardening and 


growing vegetables. His mobility means 
he cannot work in the garden any more, 
but he is by no means housebound. 

“I didn’t do much before but now I go 
to the day centre three times a week,” 
he said. We do things like play cards, 
watch television and listen to music. 

“Sometimes we go on day trips when 
the bus picks me up and we go to the 
pub for meals, we don’t drink though. 

“I have got lots of friends there.” 

His wife added: “He’s got a better so¬ 
cial life than me, he’s well liked. 

“Since he’s had dementia he’s had 


more of a social life than ever before.” 
The couple have three children, six 
grandchildren and one great grand¬ 
child. 

They have a great deal of help from 
their children, while support workers 
from Carewatch in Shropshire visit 
every day to assist him. 

Debbie Wilkinson is field care man¬ 
ager at Carewatch and said Derek and 
Sandra were a wonderful couple. 

“They work as a team,” she added. 

“Derek knows he has dementia but it 
can progress to a point that he will not 
remember. He thinks it does not affect 
him all that much but Sandra and the 
carers will tell you that it affects him 
more than he thinks. 

“Despite this he still lives a full and 
happy life. He goes to the local shop for 
some milk or bread and 1 know that the 
staff there know him and where he lives 
so that if he gets confused they can walk 
him back home or provide suitable as¬ 
sistance.” 

Staff from Carewatch, based at Staf¬ 
ford Park in Telford, have been visiting 
the couple for more than a month. 

Derek’s story was highlighted to co¬ 
incide with Dementia Awareness Week. 

The Alzheimer’s Society chose ‘open¬ 
ing up’ as the theme for this year’s cam¬ 
paign. Miss Wilkinson added: “Dementia 
can be a scary thing but Derek is the 
perfect example of how you can live well 
with dementia. 

“This example should show people 
who may be feeling ashamed or confused 
that seeking help can be a positive step 
and open the door to a fulfilled life while 
living with the illness.” 

Dementia describes different brain 
disorders that trigger a loss of brain 
function. Alzheimer’s disease is the most 
common, affecting 62 per cent of those 
diagnosed. But there are more than 100 
types , with vascular dementia is the sec¬ 
ond most common. It is caused by prob¬ 
lems in the supply of blood to the brain. 

Symptoms include problems with 
speed of thinking, concentration and 



IT’S about time councils 
scrapped this system of elect¬ 
ing a third of its members three 
years out of four.

Contrast that with somewhere 
like Walsall, where a coalition of 
Tories and Lib Dems were cling¬ 
ing on by a thread until Thursday 
and had only set out cuts for the 
next year, rather than the coming 
five as has happened in Wolver¬ 
hampton where Labour had too 
many councillors to shift. 

Being stuck in a coalition is 
no political party’s idea of a 
good way to run local govern¬ 
ment but knowing that, for bet¬ 
ter or worse, it has to last a long 
time at least forces everyone to 
knuckle down and get on with it. 

As it stands, Walsall has to go 
through all this again next year. 
Labour will try to make friends 
with some independents. The 
Tories will try to find common 
ground with UKIP. 

Was it the leaders who were 
the biggest liabilities on polling 
day? Whether it was Ed Milib¬ 
and’s messy attempt to eat a ba¬ 
con sandwich, David Cameron 
ringing for a chat or Nick Clegg 
in a Birmingham cash-and-carr- 
ythey have gone to great lengths 
to appear in touch. 

The attempt generally fails 
thanks to the stage-managed 
public appearances and army 
of aides and advisers who guide 
them about. 

Nick Clegg said three times 
in Brum that leaving the EU 
would be ‘economic self-harm’, 
as though he were crow-bar- 
ring in prepared sound bites 
to any question where it might 
just about work.Ed Miliband got 
a standing ovation in Walsall, 
twice - but that’s easy when the 
only people invited to the meet¬ 
ing are people already on the La¬ 
bour mailing list. 

And David Cameron ring¬ 
ing the Express & Star himself, 
rather than having an aide do it 
then pass him the phone, was so 
perfectly ‘normal’ it had to have 
been pre-planned.Nigel Farage, 
meanwhile, is not remotely nor¬ 
mal - for a politician. He’s a 
wealthy, public-school educat¬ 
ed former banker but smokes 
and knocks back the pints. The 
mainstream party leaders should 
start not trying abnormally hard 
to be normal.

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Marriage milestone for 
childhood sweethearts 



THEY say marriage is all 
about sacrifices, compro¬ 
mises and give and take. 

Well scrubbing coal off your 
husband’s dirty back in a small 
bath has to be right up there. 

But that’s Mona and Ron Mason’s 
gloriously happy 70-year marriage all 
over. Their daughter says they’re the 
best mother and father in the world. 

The couple from 
Dudley proclaim 
that they have 
had an amazing 
life together. On 
Tuesday they 
celebrated their 
platinum wed¬ 
ding with more 
than 20 members 
of their family at 
the Fountain Inn 
near their home 
in Gornal, after 
receiving their 
third telegram from the Queen. 

They met as teenagers during the 
the Second World War at Sedgley’s 
Cinema, which was nicknamed the 
Blood Tub, and soon began courting. 

Mona, aged 87 said: “I had gone to 
the cinema with my friend and Ron 
was sitting at the back with his friend 
and we were a couple of rows in front. 

“He asked if he and his friend could 
come sit with us and we really got on 
well. From then on whenever he saw 
me he would follow me and we began 
courting.” 

Three years later they tied the knot 
at Sedgley Catholic Church on May 
27, 1944. Ron, 89, said: “It was a re¬ 
ally lovely day and we had a big party 
afterwards, but things were difficult 
during the war.”

The grandmother of six, 
said: “At the time I was washing and

Ron was miner at the Baggeridge 
pit and Mona worked at Scrim Man¬ 
ufacturing producing bandages for the 
war effort before eventually moving on 
to Rounds Bakery, where she spent 31 
years. She said: “Every day you could 
hear the miners going off to work and 


when Ron came back he would be ab¬ 
solutely black and we only had a small 
bath to wash him in. I used to have to 
scrub his back to get the coal dust off.” 

The couple, who live in Chiltern 
Close, also have a daughter, Pat, 63, 
six grandchildren and eight great 
grandchildren. Pat said: “They are the 
best mum and dad anyone could wish 
for.

Long police operation 
led to burglars' jailing 


The art block currently under construction at King Edward VI College 


WORK on a £2.9 million art centre 
which will bring scores of students 
under one roof is forging ahead. 

Contractors have begun brick¬ 
work at the complex for King Ed¬ 
ward VI College, Stourbridge. 

The complex, which fronts Cov¬ 
entry Street and Duke Street, will 
be completed this year. 

It will bring the college’s IT, 


graphics, dance and drama depart¬ 
ments under one roof. 

The work is the second phase of 
a redevelopment programme at the 
college and follows the construc¬ 
tion of a £1.3 million maths centre, 
which opened in September. 

A steel frame has been in place at 
the site since the start of the year, 
with brickwork now under way. 


THEY were linked to scores of 
robberies across the Midlands 
and were caught after some of 
their haul was advertised for sale 
over the internet. 

But now the two men are behind 
bars for their part in a string of break- 
ins in Staffordshire, Worcestershire 
and Shropshire. 

They were caught following a long po¬ 
lice operation which saw detectives trawl 
through phone data and traffic cameras. 

It is also included contacting Canadian 
authorities to find information about the 
websites used by Mark Toogood, of Stour¬ 
bridge Road, Dudley. 

He was jailed for nine years and Mat¬ 
thew Clinton Brookes, of Field Road, 
Princes End, Tipton, was jailed for seven 
and a half years. The 28-year-olds had ad¬ 
mitted conspiracy to burgle addresses in 
the three counties. 

Dc Dave Louden, of West Mercia Police, 
said the investigation was launched when 
Toogood was arrested for three separate 
burglaries last June. 

He was selling property from burglaries 
on free websites, and detectives analysed 
his phones and used data from Automatic 
Number Plate Recognition cameras to 
link him to about 38 burglaries committed 
across the Midlands over the previous year. 

Through Toogood police were able to 
trace Brooks, and he could be linked to 
about 20 of the burglaries. 

Dc Louden said: “This was a very com¬ 
plex and in-depth case involving West Mer¬ 
cia and various other police forces. 

“As the websites Toogood used were 
registered in Canada, it became an inter¬ 
national inquiry, and we had to seek the 
permission of the authorities over there to 
access information about how he had used 
the internet to advertise and offload the 
stolen goods.” 

In December, Toogood was given a 32- 
month sentence forthree burglaries for 
which he was arrested in June.

Non-Fiction 

STAFFORDSHIRE writer 
Charlotte Higgins gives a 
fascinating view of Roman 
Britain and what it means for 
our sense of Britishness with 
her engaging account of a 
trek around the UK in an un¬ 
reliable camper van. 

In Under Another Sky: Journeys 
In Roman Britain (Vintage, £9.99, pa¬ 
perback, ebook) the Oxford classicist 
doesn’t try to describe life in Britain 
2,000 years ago, which she sees as an 
impossible task. Instead she examines 
the influence of this country’s Roman 
remains on architects and archaeolo¬ 
gists, poets and composers. For ex¬ 
ample, her visit to Wroxeter (Viriconium 
Cornoviorum) in Shropshire leads to 
musings over its effect on the young 
Wilfred Owen and celebrated archaeol¬ 
ogist Sir Mortimer Wheeler who helped 
excavate the site as a student. 

By digging deep (pardon the pun) 
into the Roman era, she reveals how 
certain myths were encouraged, such 
as the elevation of the vengeful Boud- 
ica to national icon by the Victorians. 

Roman remains in Britain are less 
impressive than in Mediterranean 
countries but the Romans have left an 
enduring legacy that goes far beyond 
half-buried masonry. 

‘Alternative comedy’ in Britain, 
which is now the comedy mainstream, 
did not start with Monty Python, it all 
began with Pete and Dud. 

The ill-matchedpair Peter Cook (tall, 
public school, posh) and Dudley Moore 
(short, Grammar school, from Hack¬ 
ney) are effectively described by bi¬ 
ographer William Cook (no relation) as 
the Lennon and McCartney of comedy. 
Each were highly talented but did their 
best work together. 


A cop faces a race against time 
under the streets of London 

His indepth joint biog, One Leg Too 
Few: The Adventures of Peter Cook 
and Dudley Moore (Arrow Books, 
£9.99, paperback, ebook), is essential 
for anyone who wants to find out more 
about the comedy partnership that cre¬ 
ated the satire boom of the 1960s. 

Fiction 

Cynical CID detective Nick Belsey 
literally lands himself deep in trouble 
when his discovery of a stash of booze 
and drugs in a former nuclear shelter 
leads to a battle of wits with a kidnap¬ 
per in Deep Shelter (Jonathan Cape, 
£12.99, hardback, ebook). 

This is the second novel by Oliver 
Harris featuring the flawed Hampstead 
policeman first encountered in The 
Hollow Man. A dalliance with a young 
woman leads Belsey into a labyrinth 


Pete and Dud — the Lennon and 
McCartney of comedy 

under London’s streets as he faces a 
race to save her without implicating 
himself, thereby encountering powerful 
shadowy forces. This is a fast-paced 
thriller and I expect we will see the re¬ 
sourceful corrupt cop on screen soon. 

Fears of a killer flu pandemic com¬ 
bine with myths that the Russian 
Tsar’s daughter Anastasia survived her 
family’s murder by the Bolsheviks in 
Robert Masello’s effective page-turner 
The Romanov Cross (Vintage, £6.99, 
paperback, ebook). When melting ice 
uncovers bodies on an island off Alas¬ 
ka, there are fears the corpses could 
harbour the deadly Spanish Flu. The 
site also has links to the Russian Rev¬ 
olution and the notorious Rasputin. If 
you like Dan Brown type thrillers, this 
is an easy exciting beach read. LB

Child porn 
pervert is 
spared jail 
to get help 


A PERVERT posed as a child in internet chat 
rooms to get in touch with paedophiles, a 
judge was told. Stuart Webb was not trying 
to contact young people and had no sexual 
interest in them. 

The 44-year-old wanted to get in touch with adults 
who believed they were conversing with a child, ex¬ 
plained Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, told Wolver¬ 


hampton Crown Court. 

This put him in contact 
with very experienced pae¬ 
dophiles, the court was told. 

He was traced when 
the Metropolitan Police 
swooped on a house in Or¬ 
pington, Kent, in October 
2012 and found a computer 
that contained three ob¬ 
scene child porn images sent 
by Webb. 

Traced 

These were traced to 
the house in Church Road, 
Wordsley, that the defend¬ 
ant shared with his partner. 

He was arrested in a raid 
on February 6 last year 
during which more obscene 
images were found on a 
computer. 

“He admitted to being ad¬ 
dicted to pretending to be a 
child and talking to men and 
women he believed had a 
sexual interest in children,” 
saidd Mr Rees. 

“Using the images as bait, 
he conversed with individu¬ 
als pretending to be a child.” 

Miss Samantha Powis, de¬ 
fending, said: “He was going 
through a difficult time in 
his life and found it easier to

pretend to be other people. 

“He has already paid a 
high price for this having 
lost his partner, house and 
job. He needs help rather 
than further punishment.” 

Webb, now unemployed 
and living at a hostel in Bir¬ 
mingham, admitted making 
39 indecent photographs 
between January 25 2012 
and February 7 2013 and 
distributing three indecent 
images of children on Sep¬ 
tember 13, 2012. 

He was given a commu¬ 
nity order under supervision 
for three years on condition 
he completes the sex of¬ 
fender group programme 
and does 120 hours unpaid 
work. 

He will also be on the 
Sex Offenders Register for 
five years and be made the 
subject of a Sexual Offences 
Prevention Order for a sim¬ 
ilar period. 

Judge Michael Challinor 
explained: “The public can 
be best protected from you 
by you being forced to face 
up to what you have done on 
this demanding three-year 
course.” 


Forensics sock it 
to serial burglar 

A SERIAL burglar has been given a four year prison sen¬ 
tence. Police tracked him down after he left a sock at the 
scene of an Oldbury break-in. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told Wayne Porter 
forced open a glass panel to get into the house in Florence 
Road before making off witha £5,000 haul including a 
£2,500 watch of ‘great sentimental value’. 

The court heard last week drug addict Porter, 29, of 
Hagley Road, Birmingham, had used the sock to cover his 
hands during his search. Police were able to use DNA on 
the sock to identify him. 

He broke into houses in The Broadway, Dudley, where 
he took a TV worth £250 and raided a property in Marine 
Close, Wordsley, and taking jewellery, a bag and a coat. He 
broke into a house in Portman Road, Kings Heath, where 
he stole a number of First World War medals. 

He pleaded guilty to four counts of burglary, all commit¬ 
ted within days of release from jail. Miss Geraldine Toal, 
defending, said Porter had carried out the crimes to fuel 
his drug addiction.

FBI led swoops 
in Black Country 

THREE people have been arrested in the 
Midlands, including one in Halesowen, as 
part of an international operation coordi¬ 
nated by the FBI. 

The men, aged 19, 20 and 23, were ar¬ 
rested in Halesowen, Erdington and 
Newcastle-under-Lyme on suspicion of 
unlawful use of a remote access tool called 
‘Blackshades’. 

The operation targeted software which 
can remotely control computers and web¬ 
cams. The ‘malware’ is said to have infected 
more than 500,000 computers. Investiga¬ 
tors believe around 200,000 usernames and 
passwords of victims across the world may 
have been extracted by Blackshades users 
in the UK. 

Three men arrested from the Midlands 
have been released on police bail. 


Prolific shoplifting duo are 
locked up for spate of thefts 


TWO prolific shoplifters have each 
been locked up for 16 months for a 
series of thefts from Black Country 
stores. 

Daniela Brookes, aged 40, and her 
28-year-old partner Chloe Bird struck 
first at the B&M Bargain Store in Dudley 
on February 12, escaping with 15 tins of 
corned beef and a similar haul of salmon, 
worth £65, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

Four days later they struck at the Sainsbury’s 


local store in Lower Gornal where £93 of food 
was stolen. The two women - Brookes had com¬ 
mitted 52 previous thefts and Bird 16 - were rec¬ 
ognised by police when they viewed CCTV from 
the shop and were soon arrested. 

They appeared in court on March 3 and were 
given bail but that did not stop their offending, 
explained Mr Simon Hunka, prosecuting. 

On March 16 they stole £50 worth of meat and 
cheese from the Spar convenience store in the 
Wordsley Green Shopping Centre in Stourbridge 
and the following day took cosmetics valued at 
£49 at the Wilkinson shop in Dudley where they 


were detained and arrested again, the court 
heard last week. 

Mr Colin McCarraher, defending both women, 
said they were driven by the need to get money 
to buy drugs. But he added: “They are now mak¬ 
ing strides to getting away from heroin.” 

Brookes is pregnant and expecting a child 
which the couple want to bring up together, the 
court was told. 

Brookes from Cole Street, Netherton, admit¬ 
ted four thefts while Bird ,of the same address, 
pleaded guilty to two of the thefts and asked for 
the other two to be taken into consideration. 


Scarlet fever 
cases increase 

MORE than 440 cases of scarlet fever 
were reported across the Black Country 
and Staffordshire in eight months — an 
increase of 500 per cent. 

There were 370 more children reported 
with the illness between last September 
and May this year compared to the same 
period for 2012/13, when the total was 74. 

Across the Black Country there were 
305 reports of the illness compared to 47. 

In Dudley there were 79 cases compared 
to 13 last year, Sandwell had 46 with nine 
the previous year and in South Stafford¬ 
shire there were 17 cases when there had 
been none. 

But bosses at Public Health England 
say the rate at which cases are being re¬ 
ported nationally is slowing down.

Family-run Cafe Cappella was officially opened by Ian 
Austin MP on Gospel End Street and already is proving a 
hit with residents. 

Serving homemade cakes, pork pies, scotch eggs and 
sandwiches with tea and coffee, the cafe is providing part 
-time work and experience for youngsters looking to get 
into the world of work. 

Businessman Brian Chappell, who opened the cafe along 
with manager and chef Lee Cox, said he has received 
around 200 applications from people. 

He said: “We bought the premises two and a half years 
ago, and the ground floor was clear and not really being 
used properly. I spoke to the local clergy at All Saints 
Church about the fact that Sedgley really hadn’t got a 
heart any more, so what we decided to do was set up a nice 
coffee lounge cafe that could be used by Sedgley people.” 

Hoarders put lives at 
risk, says fire chief 

LIVES are being put at risk by people who hoard posses¬ 
sion, a senior firefighter has warned. 

Peter Allington of West Midlands Fire Service said that 
people across the West Midlands were putting lives in dan¬ 
ger by piling up possessions into tightly packed rooms, 
increasing the risk of fire. He issued the warning during 
Hoarding Awareness Week, a initiative organised by the 
Chief Fire Officers Association to promote awareness of the 
risks of clutter. 

Mr Allington, community risk reduction officer, said fires 
spread much more quickly in buildings in which posses¬ 
sions were piled high, but the occupiers were often una¬ 
ware of the dangers. “Fires in properties where someone 
is hoarding create very specific risks and hazards,” he said. 
“Someone can start to hoard for a variety of reasons and 
don’t usually recognise the dangers it presents.”

As the family of Jeff Astle, his old 
striking partner, step up their cam¬ 
paign to get justice for the Albion No 
9’s untimely death from Alzheimer’s, 
the 68-year-old said: “More people 
should be aware of dementia and what 
it involves and a centre like this will 
help towards that.”

The centre at Edward Street Hospi¬ 
tal includes a cafe, hairdressers, a so¬ 
cial/cinema room and a cultural library 
where people can document their per¬ 
sonal life stories. 

The project, known as the Light¬ 
house, also has a demonstration area 
to show how families and carers can 
adapt their homes and their routines 
to help a dementia sufferer. 

Senior manager Louise Dawes said: 
“It’s about providing information to 
make life easier for families. There’s 
a stigma about dementia that can stop 
people seeking help. 

“Some ethnic groups just see it as 
part of old age when, in fact, there are 
things you can do to make life better 
for that person with dementia.” 

The centre has a mocked-up kitchen 
and bedroom showing how they can 


be made more dementia-friendly. An¬ 
other Albion legend Darren ‘Big Dave’ 
Moore, who twice helped Albion to 
win promotion in to the Premiership, 
turned up for the football memories 
group which meets over a six-week 
session. 

The football-themed meetings, 


which last for 90 minutes with a break 
at ‘half time’ for Bovril, were the idea 
of staff nurse David Hipgrave. He said: 
“It’s all about stimulating the senses 
and the emotions. Footballs is some¬ 
thing a lot of people were very passion¬ 
ate about and this group stirs those 
memories and feelings.”

Council costs axe

The 42-year-old from Kingswin- 
ford said: “I can’t tell you I didn’t 
try any of the drinks. 

Last week she handed over her 
crown as Chelsea Flower Show’s 
florist of the year to another after 
12 months crammed with travel 
and among her many work com¬ 
mitments was a commission from 
cocktail specialists Thebar.com in 
celebration of the annual Chelsea 
show. She created the scented gar¬ 


den in a photographer’s studio in 
London using 420 glasses filled with 
15 different cocktails and a kaleido¬ 
scopic mixture of 300 flowers. 

The edible foliage included bor¬ 
age, dianthus, lavender, rosemary, 
pansies, roses and marigolds. 

Mother-of-one Laura had not en¬ 
tered Chelsea this year after picking 
up medals at the last three shows 
but helped out on the National 
Union of Farmers’ entry which 
was this week awarded a Silver Gilt 
award. 


AN ANNUAL horticultural show 
with more than 100 years of his¬ 
tory has been scrapped due to 
cost-cutting measures. 

Sandwell Horticultural Show will 
not take place as part of this year’s 
Sandwell Show, it has been an¬ 
nounced. Council chiefs in Sandwell 
said they were ‘simply not able to af¬ 
ford the same things’ as they battle to 
make cuts of £120 million by 2016. 

They said cuts to the local authority’s 
budget means spending on the August 
Bank Holiday Show, held at King George V 
Playing Field in Sandwell Valley, has been 
‘scaled back’. 

Last year’s horticultural show cost the 
council around £21,000 to stage including 
staff costs, tent hire and admin. 

Organisers of the popular horticultural 
show said they were shocked to learn the 
gardening part of it would not be included 
this year. 

They have been offered a council grant of 
£5,000 to hold the show elsewhere. 

Councillor Steve Melia, chair of the Hor¬ 
ticultural Show committee, said: “To find 
out that the show is being cut was a com¬ 
plete bombshell. 

Posters 

“We have only been told at the last min¬ 
ute that the show can’t go ahead, it is really 
devastating.” 

He said posters, forms and schedules for 
the event had already been designed and 
were ready to be printed when he received 
the news that it would not be taking place 
this year. 

“No-one knew this was going to happen, 
it has come as a complete shock to every¬ 
one,” said Councillor Melia. “There are peo¬ 
ple who have been preparing and growing 
plants for months and now they won’t be 
able to show them.” 

The show has been an important part of 
the calendar for local gardeners and has 
been in existence since before the borough 
was formed in 1974. 

Its roots stem as far back as the West 
Bromwich Horticultural show that was 
started more than 100 years ago. 

The council’s service manager, parks and 
countryside services, John Satchwell said 
the council had offered to support the Hor¬ 
ticultural Show committee with a £5,000 
grant to fund the event at a different venue. 

The Sandwell Show takes place on Au¬ 
gust 24 and 25. 


Training given 
on dementia 
help to carers 


EIGHT carers have been 
given specialist training to 
help cope with the grow¬ 
ing number of people with 
Alzheimer’s disease as 
part of National Dementia 
Awareness Week. 

The caregivers in 
Sandwell from company 
Home Instead Senior Care, 
have undergone the City 
and Guilds training pro¬ 
gramme to help older people 
remain in their own homes 
for longer than would other¬ 
wise be possible. 

The programme teaches 
innovative techniques for 
dealing with dementia 
rather than focusing on the 
symptoms and treatments. 


Caregivers are trained in 
techniques for managing 
the many different, and 
sometimes challenging be¬ 
haviours associated with 
dementia including refusal, 
delusions, aggression, false 
accusations, wandering and 
agitation. 

Ram Singh, from Home 
Instead, said: “Rather than 
trying to force those living 
with Alzheimer’s or another 
dementia to live in our 
world in the here and now, 
we need to meet them in the 
past and this programme 
helps our caregivers to do 
this. This programme fo¬ 
cuses on supporting wanted 
behaviours.” 


Phone protest 
council worker 
is sent home 


A COUNCIL worker has 
been suspended and is un¬ 
der investigation after an 
email was sent to colleagues 
urging them to bombard 
mobile phones with calls 
and messages to ‘disrupt’ 
the office. 

Sandwell Council has con¬ 
firmed it is looking into the 
incident on May 15. 

But bosses stressed that 
the worker’s suspension did 
not mean they had done an¬ 
ything wrong. 

The email suggested 
there was a rule banning 
people from keeping phones 
on their desks but allow¬ 
ing them to use ring tones, 
rather than be on silent. 


It called for people to ring, 
text or send messages via 
the Whats App service, all of 
which would result in a loud 
tone being played. 

The email, sent from 
a personal address to six 
colleagues, is said to have 
originated from a worker in 
the council’s finance depart¬ 
ment. 

Council chief executive 
Jan Britton said: “Suspen¬ 
sion is a neutral act which 
does not imply wrong-do¬ 
ing. One individual made a 
suggestion from a personal 
email address to a handful 
of colleagues in their own 
time. We have investigated 
this.”

Talent shone when 
the lights went out 


Review 



The highlight of the night was Shannon Wheatley from Sedgley 


When The Lights Go Out 
Newhampton Arts Centre 
A showcase of acoustic 
musicians from the Black 
Country and wider Midlands 
showed there’s a wealth of 
talent out there waiting to be 
tapped. 

It also showed the studio of 
the struggling Newhampton Arts 
Centre in Dunkley Street, Whit¬ 
more Reans has the resources to 
be one of Wolverhampton’s top 
live music venues. 

Lauren Pryke, an 18-year-old indie 
pop singer/songwriter and guitarist 
from Birmingham opened proceedings 
with songs such as Take Me Home in 
which she showed off her skills on the 
strings. 

Towards the end of her set, by her 
own admission, her voice was starting 
to break up. 

She did seem to struggle at the top 
end of her range but it wasn’t easy 
for any of the acts who had to battle 
over the noise of a less than attentive 
crowd which got bigger and louder as 
the night progressed. 

Her last song, a cover version of The 
Killers’ Mr Brightside showed her mu¬ 
sical dexterity. 

Lauren gave up the stage to fellow 
Brummie Sean Flood. 

Flood’s style was much more in your 
face opening with Wishing. His voice 
is quite nasal and he seemed at times 
to be fighting a sound battle with his 
own guitar. 

Whether by accident or design he 
does still have the roughness of a 
busker in his performance. 

Flood is innovative with his guitar 
and tries to get the most out of his 


strings but it doesn’t always quite 
work. With Jazz Hates this was ev¬ 
ident, where his voice and his guitar 
seemed, at times, to be in conflict. 

He finished his set with his own 
song Biscuit Barrel which had more of 
a bluesy feel to it. 

Clayton Cross, who was on his home 
turf, took to the stage with Tom Sim¬ 
mons from Walsall. They opened with 
a Kasabian cover and what became 
clear right from the start is they were 
much better guitarists than singers. 

Guitarists 

Cross can hit some right notes occa¬ 
sionally but Simmons should stick to 
instrumentals. 

They are good guitarists, there is 
no two ways about it but if they are 
going to be working together then they 
should consider bringing a dedicated 
singer in and they should stick to the 
instruments. 

Without doubt the highlight of the 
night was Shannon Wheatley, from 
Sedgley. 

It was her first gig but you would 
not have known it. 


Her voice has clarity, strength and a 
gentle vulnerability which produces a 
gorgeous sound that was a mixture of 
Dolores O’Riordan, Sinead O’Connor 
and Cyndi Lauper. 

It won’t be long before Wheatley will 
be headlining at concerts. 

Following on was Andy Bowater 
who produced a really distinctive 
sound using just his guitar and a 
drummer. . 

Headliner, Wolverhampton’s own 
Dave Boddison took to the stage with 
all the confidence you would expect 
from someone who is seasoned in gig¬ 
ging around the region. 

Straight away he showed his im¬ 
pressive guitar picking and distinctive 
voice with songs such as Pockets. 

Boddison showed how easy he makes 
it look as he harmonises his lyrics with 
his guitar playing. 

He has a silky and likeable manner 
of singing and his voice has a light tex¬ 
ture which makes you feel better for 
listening to him. 

His range is impressive and his abil¬ 
ity to play with words is a delight to 
listen to.

This year’s gala is particularly 
poignant because it’s dedicated to the 
memory of Addison Cresswell, who 
came up with the idea for the show.

He died suddenly of a heart attack 
in December last year, after which a 
spokesman said: Addison leaves 
behind a proud legacy in his tireless 
charity work, initiating and organising 
the annual Channel 4 Comedy Gala 
in aid of Great Ormond Street 
Hospital. 

“It was his dearest wish to raise 
enough to fund the opening of a 
brand-new wing of the hospital, a 
goal that is now in sight.” 

It’s fitting that many of those whose 
careers he gave at least a nudge to 
over the years are giving up their time 
to help a worthy cause that was so 
close to his heart.

Drivetime 
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Renault hits back in style 


By Graham Breeze 

The new Megane Coupe is likely 
to play a major part in complet¬ 
ing the rescue of the ailing Re¬ 
nault brand. 

It’s not been a good time in Renault 
land of late but the GT Line Tom Tom 
1.5 dCi is a real example of the com¬ 
pany striking back with a flash of real 
style. 

So how do you tell it’s a GT Line model? 
At glance the sporting character of the Tom 
Tom versions is evident by the lower ride 
height - reduced by 12mm compared to 
standard models in the range. 

The GT Line Megane has sporty looks 
and the diesel engine on the test car 
helped provide competitive performance 
with fantastic economy. 

At the front there is a special bumper 
design with a reshaped central air intake. 



Foglamps are housed in striking, dark 
chrome recesses either side of the bumper 
and there are black headlamp masks. It’s 
different from behind too. The bumper has 
a lower section finished in the body colour, 
which incorporates an aerodynamic diffus¬ 
er. 

The lowered suspension gives the 
Coupe a firm ride though, and I expected a 
bit more feedback and response from the 
steering. 

If you are looking to compare specs 
against main rivals such as Vauxhall Astra 
GTC and Volkswagen Scirocco you’ll find 
the Megane a cheaper buy, but you might 
lose out when it comes to trading in. 

The Coupe benefits from ABS with EBD 
brake assist, ASR traction control, Blue¬ 
tooth, Tom Tom live satellite navigation, 
cruise control a stability control system. 

The GT Line on test picked up rear park¬ 
ing sensors, aluminium sport pedals, Re- 
naultsport styling leather steering wheel 
and seats, 17inch alloy wheels, tinted rear

windows. A leather pack with heated and 
height adjustable seats are an extra £1,250 
but probably worth the money because 
this is a low car and finding the right indi¬ 
vidual seating position takes a little time. 

There’s plenty of space up front, but a 
sloping roofline means rear seat space 
headroom is limited and legroom hard to 
find. But there is a well-shaped and spa¬ 
cious boot which just passes the gold club 
test and is more than capable of carrying 
normal luggage loads. 

There’s a top speed of 118mph but it 
takes the 1.5 diesel 12.1 seconds to reach 
62mph - I expected better. 


But it’s running costs that are this Re¬ 
nault stand out from the crowd with com¬ 
bined fuel figures of over 80 miles to the 
gallon. 

A week’s normal motoring normally 
costs me close on a tank of fuel - the Meg¬ 
ane was still above half full and I was only 
emitting 90g/km of C02 emissions. 

As always Renault put a high value on 
safety and this model comes with front, 
side and curtain airbags as standard and 
front seat airbags which are designed to 
stop you slipping under the seatbelts in a 
crash.

Drivetime 


MG’s new 
supermini 
looks like a 
good choice 

By David Banner 


The MG badge is back. We could argue it 
came back over 18 months ago with MG6, 
but that is a large saloon vehicle, whereas 
the MG3 is attempting to put back a sense of 
style, bit of fun and certainly affordability into 
the marketplace. 

The MG3 is pitched into the important supermini 
category, and it should hold its head in this company. 

It has a reasonably economical engine, high levels of 
specification, and it does not look too out of place in the 
car park. 

And one of the big plusses with the MG is its pricing struc¬ 
ture. 

There are four derivatives and the entry level starts at 
a mere £8,399, even the top specification is priced at just 
£9999, and this has to be superb value for money, assuming 
the vehicle lives up to expectations. 

The new MG3 is mostly built in China by MG’s new own¬ 
ers, SAIC, the final assembly takes place in the UK. The ve¬ 
hicle was designed and styled in the UK, where over 300 
engineers and designers are employed to produce vehicles 
suitable for the UK and European market, and certainly the 
ride and handling have been honed to perfection for our 
bumpy roads. 

It is a delight to see the octagonal badge back on the 
bonnet and also displayed on the cylinder head cover in the 
engine bay. 

The whole range is powered by a single 1.5-litre engine 
which produces 105ps. There have been complaints the en¬ 
gine lacks power and is a lethargic. I take the viewpoint this 
is an engine which needs to be revved. 

It is not an engine which produces a lot of torque at low 
speed, but when you rev it and get the needle above 3,000 
revs, then it starts to reward you. 

Delight 

The five-speed gearbox was a delight to operate, and 
even allowing for the lack of torque, it was not really prob¬ 
lematic to change gear frequently to make progress. A top 
speed of 108 mph and 0-60mph in 10.4 seconds is achiev¬ 
able. 

The economics of running the vehicle are ones of not 
very high mpg figures. The manufacturer suggests 48-plus 
should be available, I managed to achieve 40mpg over a 
varied 4,000 miles whilst in ownership of the vehicle. 

The C02 emissions at 136 g/km are not going to place 
the MG3 in the ultra cheap Vehicle Excise Duty category and 
that is a shame. 

The big feature for me, however, is the huge amount of 
interior space, lif a small supermini is your choice but you 
need to move four adults, five at a push, then you seriously 
need to check out the MG3. 

My 6ft-plus frame in the driver’s seat still enabled a eft- 
plus person to sit behind me, with ample amounts of leg, 
head and shoulder room. This really is worth a couple of 
extra ticks on your shopping list. The boot space was ade¬ 
quate but not overly generous. 

The interior has sadly followed the fashion of today with 
lots of black plastic and a very dark overall look. However, 
there was some wonderful contrasting red stitching on the 
steering wheel and on the superb sport-type seats. 

The vehicle, from a driver’s perspective, was not overly 
complicated - just radio controls contained on the steering 
wheel, and two stalks on the steering column, one for the 
wipers and combined computer and one for the lights and 
indicators. 

There was a cubby-hole on the dashboard, hidden be¬ 
hind a roller cover. The kind people at MG had fitted as an 
afterthought, an iPad connection. This to me was a bit of a 
waste of money and wasted space. 

Extensively 

Four trim levels are available, my test car was the 3 FORM 
Sport and this was extensively equipped. It included air con¬ 
ditioning, the driver and passenger’s wing mirrors are elec¬ 
tronically adjustable and heated, and in addition there was 
a DAB radio and a Bluetooth facility to either stream in your 
music or telephone. 

Safety has not been overlooked and there are a plethora 
of airbags including driver and passenger, side and curtain 
airbags. 

The MG is also equipped with an anti-lock braking system 
and a stability control. One feature which works quite nicely 
is the hill-hold control. 

MG is hopeful of selling 2,000 to 2,500 of the MG3 and I 
can see no reason why this target should not be achieved, 
certainly the pricing structure MG has introduced makes this 
particular derivative a very attractive option. 

I just hope against hope that the Chinese owners of MG 
will start very soon to re-introduce a two-seater sports car, 
which the market is just crying out for. 

Prices range from £8,399 to £9,999 and a three-year 
60,000-mile warranty is included.
